Operators Will Only Have to Pay 
on What They Will Event- 
ually Own 


COMPLAINTS HEARD 


Deputy Minister of Interior W. 
W. Cory Meets Local 
Deputation 


_An operator of ofl leases in the 
Norman field will in future be re- 
quired to pay only on that portion of 
the lease that eventually is owned by 
him, is a statement credited to W. W. 
Cory, deputy minister of the interior, 
while in converse with a delegation of 
local ofl men, 

The deputy minister of the interior 
arrived in the city Tuesday evening 
and called together a conclave of per- 
fons interested in the Northern and 
Pouce Coupe fields, in order that they 
should submit their individual re- 
quests and complaints; also to learn 
the opinions of the operators in re- 
gard to the working of the present 
regulations. 

Alexander Wilson asked that rul- 
ings made in connection with the reg- 
ulations be published. This, how- 
ever, could not de agreed to. In dis- 
cussing the equity of granting Gen- 
eral Lindsay a 1920-acre oil-sand 
lease comprised of many small por- 
tions, Mr, Cory pointed out that the 
government was asged to allow this 
grant on the grounds that he had 
spent a considerable amount of 
money in experimental work in Brit- 
ain and it appears that he has 
evolved an effective method of ex- 
tracting oil, He had also made an 
application for a lease of many small 
pieces, but this had not been agreed 
to by the department. 

Tar Sand Availability 

Tt was aieo learned that the tar 
sands would be made available to 
any pergon who could demonstrate 
to the government engineers that he 
possessed a gatisfactory method of 
extraction. Opposition to this state- 
ment wag made by A. F. Kelsey, to 
the effect that the demonstration 
could not be efficiently judged by an 
enginetr, as the only practical way 
to prove its commercial value was to 
make a heavy investment and intro- 
duce the factor of time, 

Requests that permission-to ¢roup 
more than 20 equare miles under one 
drilling operation, that the depart- 
ment issue definite regulation relat- 
ing to tar sand permits, so as to ex- 
pediate the disposal of such grants, 
that the recoding office be made an

IN NEW BUDGET 


Duty on Alcoholic Liquors Will! 


Be Put up by Twenty 
per Cent. 


LONDON, March 1.—The budget 
statement presented to the Indian leg- 
{slative assembly today by Finance 
Minister Hatley and issued in London

Results of co-operative expemments 
with potatoes conducted on eight 
farme throughout the Eximonton dis- 
trict during the past year to deter 
mine the most suitable varieties and 
muchods of culture ajong With a study 
of potato diseases, were given in an 
address by G. B. Sanford, enperiment- 
alist in charge of potato investigations 
at the university of Alberta, before 
the convention of potato growers 
Wednesday afternoon. The (Wee M:- 
Gregor, Irish Cobbler Early Ohio and 
the Favorite Mr. Sanford pointed «at 
are the four varieties that ihave given 
the best results from the standpoint 
of yield of all varieties tested, and 
in the cooking tests had also stool 
up wel]. Although the previous year 
the Irish Cobbler had given the high- 
est average yiehi under the (condt- 
tions that existed Yast summer this 
variety did not do as well, taking 
second place, 

Other speakera were Princtipa! F. 
8. Gr'edals of Olds. who addressed 
the growers on potato culture, and 
R. N. Hammond, ot Eimonton, who 
@ave an address on storing of potatoes.

In outlining the co-opemtive ex 
perimental work, Mr. Sanford pointed 
out, that exper'ments had been c?n- 
ducted on eight different fa.ins in 
the Edmonton district ‘tiring tas pa.’ 
two years to decide witch vari.tics 
were the most suitable and to mah: 
@ study of various other phases of 
Potato production undce toatl con- 
aitions. While similar tests are con- 
ducted on the university farm, the 
average results from the tests on the 
eight different farms give a better 
indtoation of the requirements of the 
district. Another advantage, ihe 


speaker sald. wag that the tests were, 


all corducted funder average farm 
conditions. 
Eight Tests Made 

During 1920 eight different vnrie- 
tles of potatoes were tested out in- 
cluding the rish Cobbler, 
Ohio, Wee McGregor, Favorite, Car- 
mon No. 1, Prairie Mower, Up to date, 
and Table (Talk. Tho firet four 
varieties all proved to be good yield- 
ers and were carried on in the tests 
last year, but the latter four were 
discanied owing to the poor results 
and were repiaced by the Bovee, 
Week's Barly and the Russet Gem. 


The average yield of the eight varie- | 


ties last year puts the Wee McGregor 
oe] the head of the list with an everage 
of 261 bushels per acre; Irish Cob- 
bier 820; Favorite 288; Early Ohio 
274; Bovee 268; Week's Barly 265; 
Hamilton Marly 268; and Russet Ger 
190, bushele per acre.

ably. Owing to a difierence in fer- 
thity and rainfall the stelds of the 
same variety varied from 68 to 650 
bushels per acre. Un all cases how- 
ever, the four leading varietios gave 
the highest yields in all of the tests. 
Cooking Tests 

Mr. Sanford also pointed out that 
the emallest percentage of amall or 
unmarketable potatoes was found tn 
the heaviest yie‘dinz varieties, In the 


| cooking test to deormine meaiiness 


the Barly Ohio took first place, Ham- 
itten Barly, second, Irish Cobbler, 
third, Week’s Barly, fourth, Bovee, 
fifth, Wee\ McGregor, sixth. Favorite 
seventh and Netted Gem, elchth. 
While there was some variation be- 


tween the first four varieties in meali- 
| ness, all of them are classed as ex- 


ceptionally good. 


An early digging test was conducted | 
{to determine which varieties were the 


most suitable to grow for the early 
market. When dug, August 2, the 
Barly Ohio gave an average Field of 
77 per cent of the yield per acre of 
this variety dug late tn the fall; Irish 
Cobbiers, 69 per cent; Week's Early, 
76 per cent; Bovee, 68 per cent; Favy- 
orite 65 per cent, and Hamilton Early, 
63 per cent. The percentage of un- 
merketable potatees in the Barly 
Ohio and the Irish Cobbler waa light, 
while in the Bovee and the Favorite 
the percentage of smal potatoes was 
fairly large. 
Recommends Rotation 

F. 8. Grisdale recommended growing 
potatoes dn a crop rotation that in- 
cluded grasses or clovera. These crops 
teft the soil in better shape and the 
yields were usually larger and the po- 
tatoes less subject to disease. Potat- 
oes respond readily to manure and at 
the Olds schoo! of agriculture the best 
results had been obtained on stubble 
land, Mr. Grisdale said, when the 
manure was applied in the fall and 
the land plowed in the spring. For 
heavy land, in order to Poosen the 
ground, the speaker recommended 
plowing 1n the fall as well as in the 
spring. Flat cultivetion tn preference 
to ridging, Mr. Grisdale said, he had 
found gave the best reults. In the 
Edmonton district where there was 
;more moisture than at Olds, ridging 
could probably be used to advantage, 
but in the drier parts of the province 
flat cultivation invarlably gave the 
highest yields. 

Root cellars partially underground 
Were advocated ‘by R. N. Hammond, as 
the best means of storing potatoes on 
the farm. Mr. Hammond emphasised 
the necessity of good ventilation. With 
good vengilation the shrinkage 
the potato@®s could be reduced as low 
as three and a half per cent, but on 
the other hand where the potatoes 
were not properly ventilated the loss 
from shrinkage was often as high as 
16 per cent.

In Edmonton we ¢ind that employers to
